LATEST U. S. POSTAL REGULATIONS. 





There are four classes of mail matter, 
divided as follows: 

Kirst Criass.—a, letters and postal 
cards; 4, all matter wholly in writing 
(except manuscript for publication), ex 
accompanied by proof-sheets, corrected or 


not; c, Matter partly in print and partly | 


in writing (certain exceptions noted be- 
low); @, packages so wrapped, sealed or 
secured that their contents cannot be 
readily examined, The rate of postage on 
mail matter of this class (except postal 
cards) is two cents per ounce or fraction 
thereof. No exception in the case of un- 
sealed letters, or letters for delivery in 
this city. 

Second Criass.— Newspapers, maga- 
zines and other periodicals issued at 
stated intervals not exceeding three 
months, dated and numbered, having a 
list of legitimate subscribers, and not de- 
signed primarily for advertising pur-~ 
poses, nor for circulation free, or at 
nominal subscription rates. When sent 
by the publishers or news agents, the 
rate of postage is one cent per pound, 
payable in currency ; and when sent by 


others, one cent for each four ounces, pay - | 


able by postage stamps. The above rates 


apply also to foreign publications of the | 


same character as those named above. 
THirD Cuass. — Printed books, 


proof-sheets and manuscript accompany- 


ing the same, transient newspapers and | 
periodicals (except those belonging in the | 
second class), and all matter of the same | 


general character, and not having the 
character of personal correspondence. 
Circulars produced by hektograph or 
similar process, or by electric pen, are 
rated as third class. Upon matter of this 
class, or on its wrapper, the sender may 
write his own name, preceded by the word 
‘from ;’? may mark any printed passage 
to call attention to it; may write date, ad- 
dress and signature of circulars, correct 
typographical errors, and write on cover 
or blank leat of any book or of any other 
printed article of the third class, a simple 
dedication or presentation inscription not 
in the nature of personal correspondence, 
One cent for each two ounces. 

FourtTH Crass. — Merchandise and 
other articles not liable to damage other 
mail matter. Upon this matter the 
sender may write his name and address,

| articles. 

MISCELLANEOUS INFORMATION.— Letters 
and postal cards directed toa person who 
has removed, or is temporarily absent 
from his usual place of residence, will be 
forwarded, on his request, free of charge; 
but no mail matter of the second, third 
or fourth class can be so torwarded ex- 
cept charged with additional postage in 
full. Postal cards bearing on their face 
side any message or part of a message, 
written or printed, other than the ad- 
dress, are unmailable. 

Foreign Maits, Etrc.— The rates of 
postage to the countries composing the 
** Universal Postal Union”’ are as fol- 
lows: On letters, five cents for each half 
ounce or fraction thereof—prepayment 
optional. Double rates are collected on 
delivery of unpaid or short-paid letters. 
On newspapers, books, pamphlets, pho- 
, tographs, sheet music, maps, engravings, 
| and similar printed matter, one cent for 
_ each two ounces or fraction thereof. 
| Canapa (ineluding Nova Scotia, New 
| 
| 


Brunswick, Manitoba and Prince Ed- 
ward’s Island): Letters, two cents for 
each half ounce; books, circulars and 
similar printed matter, one cent for each 
two ounces or fraction thereof ; second 
class matter, same as in the United 
States ; samples of merchandise (no du- 
tiable articles or articles of intrinsic value 
admitted), ten cents for each package, 
which must not exceed eight ounces in 
weight—prepayment compulsory. 

REGISTRATION, — Letters and packages 
can be registered on payment’ of ten 
cents and tull postage. The name and 
address of the sender must be indorsed 
by him on each letter or package. Mail 
matter may be sent registered to any 
post-office in the United States, Canada, 
or in any of the countries of the ** Uni- 
versal Posta] Union.” 

Money Orvers. — Money orders, lim- 
ited to $100 each, payable in the United 
States, can be obtained at any post-office.
